LIFE’s DAVID DOUGLAS DUNCAN DESCRIBES JET FIGHTER STRIKE 
WHICH HE PHOTOGRAPHED FROM A COMBAT PLANE AT 600 MPH. 


Until David Douglas Duncan did it over Korea, 
no photographer had ever ridden a jet plane in a 
combat mission. Duncan, who last week told Lire 
readers about the hectic first days of the fighting, 
here describes his flight in words and pictures. 


|Y mission came after 36 hours of torrential 

rain had covered the enemy with an im- 
penetrable shroud and allowed him to build up 
concentrations of armor and flak guns. The 
group commander, Lieut. Colonel Bill Sam- 
‘ways of Pasadena, Calif., was to pilot me. As 
before, I was carefully fitted with crash hel- 
met, Mae West parachute, oxygen mask and 
then tightly strapped to the seat. I had been 
painstakingly briefed on how to escape from 
the cockpit in case we were hit, how to regulate 
the flow of pure oxygen should I start to keel 
over as we climbed for altitude before the at- 
tack and he impressed upon me the urgency 
that I miss the control stick with my body no 
matter what happened. Later I realized that al- 
though I was in perfect physical condition my 
untrained body just wouldn’t take many more 
of the beatings it had endured while the jet 
twisted and lashed around during attack runs. 
Now as we taxied out to the end of the runway 
to join the other four planes of the strike it 
seemed as though every crew chief along the 
glistening lines of jets gave me a friendly and 
understanding grin. Colonel Samways was on 
the radio getting takeoff instructions and clear- 
ance. The canopy came down over our heads 
and the other four planes took off. 

Thad always heard that jets were noiseless 
once a person was inside the cockpit. But that 
isn’t true. As Samways opened the throttle for 
the takeoff it sounded as though we were 
astride the pressure feeder lines in a great oil 
refinery where the petroleum screams through 
the pipes at thousands of pounds of pressure 
per square inch; or maybe it was the noise of 
thousands of unseen locomotives blowing off

steam just behind you in the night. It gave the 
most acute feeling of being lashed to a rocket of 
godawful strength. It was one helluva sensa- 
tion and wonderful. 

Within seconds we were thousands of feet 
in the air and Japan was far behind. Samways 
nuzzled the plane close up under the wings of 
the other planes and I could see the two 5-inch 
rockets slung below which converted these jets 
into flying artillery. Ever since the first week, 
when the American flyers had taken a heavy 
toll of Russian-made planes from North Korea, 
the jets had been assigned to attacking ground 
targets, such as tanks, ammunition trucks and

troop trains, Enemy planes had nearly dis- 
appeared from the skies. 

As soon as we left the ground all that I had 
heard about the noise suddenly came true. It 
disappeared. Except for an unearthly rushing 
sensation we might still have been back on the 
ground. There was no vibration at all. 

Soon we were ripping through the edges of 
piled-up clouds, which also meant that we 
had arrived over Korea. After leaving the high 
blue sky and entering the cloud world the lies

of the speedometer became truth and we really 
were hurtling around them at over 500 mph. 
Frost began coating the canopy over our heads 
and I got a chance to use some of my new 
knowledge. I turned on the heaters. It made 
me feel very happy and proud of the faith 
which Samways had in me, for there were 
some buttons in that cockpit which, if I had 
punched inadvertently, would have made it 
impossible to ever get back to Japan. 

Voices from everywhere filled my helmet, 
for we were now in radio contact with the 
fighter bomber controlmen who were flying 
around the target area in tiny L-5 observation 
planes while coordinating the strikes of the at- 
tacking planes. Appropriately enough our fire 
controlman in his hedgehopping plane an- 
swered to the radio name of “Dragonfly.” He 
was a Southerner who never seemed to get ex- 
cited regardless of whether he was reporting a 
heavy concentration of enemy tanks hidden 
near a washed-out bridge, or the location of a 
fighter pilot who had just been forced to para- 
chute from his burning plane after it was hit 
by ground fire, 

Prior to taking off Colonel Samways had 
held a briefing with the other four pilots of the 
strike. It had been agreed that each attacking 
plane was first to strafe its target, then come in 
again for the rocket attack. The others were to 
pay absolutely no attention to us unless we 
were hit by flak. Then they were to try to delay 
jettisoning their wing tanks until fairly sure 
that the tanks wouldn’t come crashing back 
into us. Everything else was in the hands of 
Bill Samways.

“Dragonfly” told us that he had some “prime 
pickins” all set for us, tanks and ammo trucks 
which were spearheading the new Communist 
drive south of Suwon. 

The four jets started letting down from that 
roofless world where they live. Samways moved 
right in behind the leader, so close that it 
seemed we were tied to his tailpipe. The jet 
ahead banked and turned and drove down 
through fast opening holes through the clouds. 
We followed so closely, matching every turn 
with a turn, each sweep and dive with another, 
that it became impossible to think of the two 
jets as not being flown by a single hand. 

Suddenly we broke out through the bottom 
of the clouds and there were the carefully ruled 
fields and rain-soaked hills spread before us. 
Out of that whole vast panorama only one mi- 
croscopic pinpoint meant anything. It was a 
village, and at an intersection at the edge of the 
village there was a clump of trees just where 
the roads joined. A tank crouched turtlelike be- 
hind those trees. We were going over 600 miles 
an hour but I didn’t know it. 

The earth and sky, life and death, all that is 
and ever had been was crushing me lower and 
lower toward the floor of the cockpit and show- 
ering thunderbolts over my head and shoulders 
and down along my spine. Sweat burst out all 
over my body, not as sweat usually is, but in 
rushing rivers which drenched my clothes, 
soaked the parachute and filled my eyes with 
burning tears. And I kept telling myself, “Miss 
the stick, miss the stick, please, let me miss the 
stick,” Then as the plane leveled off and the 
vise began to release me I managed to slightly 
my head and saw that glittering gems of 

-colored liquid were splashing down upon 
my knees and safety belt, where they lay shim- 
mering. Others escaped through my clenched 
teeth and from my nose, and I thought to my- 
self “but these are pr and very beautiful 
but should stay deep inside of me for they are 
what make me tick, Something secret must 
have broken and these are its melted parts.” 
T wasn’t ill, nor were these gems pricel 
and protest my body had simply re- 
ion and 
had driven its juices back along my system. The 
gems must have been globules of bile. 
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Samways tailed up to the second jet even as 
“Dragonfly” chortled soft Dixie profanities to 
himself while watching the tank explode when 
the rockets hit it. On the second attack we had 
bad luck. Samways had our jet so close I 
couldn’t even see the other planes’ wingtips in 
the camera view finder. But then after the jet had 
been held in perfect position all the way down 
the rockets didn’t fire. We leveled off again and 
then the rockets flamed and roared away into 
the nearby hills. The fuses had hung up, mak- 
ing the whole broadside misfire. Number 3 
plane jumped an ammo truck which was dodg- 
ing down another side road. He waited for us 
for a moment, then fearing that the truck 
might escape into the protection of deep gul- 
lies, flipped over into attack position, went into 
his dive and blew the truck into the next world 
(see right). He also carried his attack so low 
that he flew through the skyrocketing debris as 
he pulled out of his dive. Number 4 jet was just 
entering his attack dive when Samways banked 
around and got on his tail. Another machine- 
gunning run, another crushing turn, streaking 
back down on the target, this time an armored 
car, and the rockets shot from his wings. 

Minutes later, miles high in the sky, I man- 
aged to turn on a bit more pure oxygen. Just 
before going again into the floor of the cockpit, 
on the last attack, I had glanced into the rear- 
view mirror to see what Samways was doing 
but instead saw a face I couldn’t recognize. 
Fyelids pulled down from the bottoms so that 


It 
was myself and I thought, “Good God, what a 
picture,” but by then the vise held my hands 
and I couldn’t raise my camera,

in for the landing, I looked out at the raked- 
back wings and bulletlike tanks at their tips, 
then at Bill Samways and finally at the little 
round stains on my knees which were dry and 
now without color. And I knew that for a short 
time I had actually been living in another 
world, a world which now lay beyond me and 
into which I would never again set foot once 
the jet rolled to a stop in its place by the squad- 
ron shack. And I was glad.

U.S. FIGHTS DELAYING ACTIONS AND SETS UP TWO DEFENSE LINES 


The Korean war as of July 9 was being fought 
on the battle lines shown above. The first U.S. 
defense line is indicated north of Taejon, where 
the U.S. 24th Infantry Division, together with 
the battered South Korean army, has dug in on 
high ground. A second defense line, onstill high- 
er ground, has been staked out south of Taejon. 
But four divisions will be required to man either 
effectively. The main Communist drive (upper 
Left) last Sunday had already penetrated 12 miles 
south of Ch’onan, where one American battal- 
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ionwas cut off. East of Seoul two additional col- 
umns have pushed back South Korean forces. 
On the east coast, now blockaded by U.S. and 
British warships, the North Koreans earlier 
made amphibious landings, supported by guer- 
rillas farther south. The Communists turned 
their superiority in tanks to good use by send- 
ing them down the few good roads in central 
Korea. South Koreans, who had no tanks, were 
panicked by those of the invaders. MoreoverU.S. 
bazookas and recoilless rifles were not avail- 


able in sufficient numbers to be effective against 
the Russian-built monsters. Jet and F-51 fighters 
had better luck with rockets. Supply: dumps 
were bombed from the east by Guam-based 
B-29s and from the west by American and Brit- 
ish carriers in the Yellow Sea. U.S. officers, who 
first underestimated Communist strength now 
plan to fight one delaying action after another 
until enough men and heavy artillery, in a race 
against time, can be funneled through the port 
of Pusan (lower right) to roll back the enemy.

ADVANGE PATROL PUSHES UP THROUGH ENEMY FIRE 


On the morning of July 7 the rain let up and 
mist cleared away and Photographer Mydans went 
up to the front with Tiwe-Lire Correspondent 
Frank Gibney, following the lead jeeps of a pla- 
toon ona reconnaissance mission. Gibney cabled: 

“The radiant sun blazed down over the pas- 
toral checkerboard of paddy fields and on the 
marching 19- and 20-year-olds of Capt. Eugene 
Healey’s company. Their thin young faces were 
taut and anxious beneath their helmets. 

T like the hedgerows,’ whispered a major 
who had served in Normandy. But his boys, cau- 
tiously inching their way through a valley and 
up a hill past the village of Putaeri, did not have 
his experience. Theirs was the brave nakedness 
of Bataan, with only a promise of help to come. 

“As we marched with the main body past the

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town, we heard the crackle of small-arms fire. It 
subsided and finally died, and word came in that 
the enemy had retreated. The GIs continued their 
advance with growing confidence. How the patrol 
advanced, stopped, crouched down under enemy 
fire and deployed when things began to get hot 
are shown in Carl’s pictures (on these pages). 
At 3:30 Carl and I left the column, he to return 
to the fegimental command post, I to return to 
‘Tokyo. There Carl telephoned me the next day 
that five minutes after we left, the platoon ran 
smack into the massed fire of a North Korean 
battalion. Throughout the ten miles of advance 
past Ch’onan into Putaeri, the Reds had watched 
from concealed positions. Now they struck. 
“The outnumbered Americans held up as long 
as possible, and fought through the night against 


Communist reinforcements. Not long after day- 
light, the word was passed to abandon position. 
‘The reason was familiar by now: once more the 
Americans’ ammunition was exhausted. 

“Once more, wounded had to be left behind. 
A gloomy U.S. lieutenant told of leaving six men 
who were unable to walk. One’asked weakly, 
‘What is going to happen to us?” The lieuten- 
ant replied, ‘This is the best I can do for you,” 
and handed them grenades. 

“One group of Gls, running to safety through 
crossfire, propped up a wounded buddy in the 
middle of the road where he could raise his 
hands to surrender. As they tore across a paddy 
field, they turned back just in time to see their 
friend cut in half by the Reds’ tommyguns wl 
his hands waved feebly in the crisp summer air.””

A RESTORED POSITION 


JUSTICE AND THE COURTS (TENNIS) 


Alice Marble, a former U.S. women’s tennis 
champion, has just written an editorial for Amer- 
ican Lawn Tennis urging that Miss Althea Gib- 
son, a Negro, be allowed to compete in the com- 
ing national championships at Forest Hills. Miss 
Gibson may not be a first-rank player; she was 
defeated in the finals of the National Indoor 
championship last spring by Miss Nancy Chaf- 
fee, who is not yet of the caliber of Miss Louise 
Brough, Mrs. Margaret Osborne du Pont, Mrs. 
Patricia Canning Todd and Miss Doris Hart, 
the Big Four of U.S. women’s tennis. But Miss 
Gibson is certainly a better player than many 
who are ordinarily invited to participate in the 
nationals, and it is about time that the U.S. ten- 
nis fathers, who have been drawing a de facto 
color line at Forest Hills all these years, got 
over their ancient prejudices.

JUSTICE FOR HAWAII 


The U.S. Congress might considerably improve 
the American position in the world at this mo- 
ment by taking Hawaii into full statehood. In 
addition to being an attractive place, Hawaii 
offers an example of how Orientals, Polynesians 
and Americans can blend harmoniously in a 
subtropical version of the American way of life. 
It is also as strategic a spot as could be found 
on the map—and it would do the U.S. no harm 
militarily to make the people who live there feel 
they are full partners in pursuing all good Amer- 
ican purposes. We understand one of the bars to 
admitting Hawaii as the 49th state is Dixiecrat 
objection to Hawaiian “color.” Such an objec- 
tion does the U.S. great harm in the world, and 
Congress should lose no time in showing how 
a yast majority of Americans feel about it. 
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POPULAR RESPONSE TO KOREA MEANS THE U.S. HAS MOBILITY TO ACT 


Last week on this page the reaction of the 
man in the street to the President's decision 
on Korea was noted. As we doped it from the 
then available evidence, the reaction was, 
“At last! It was the only thing to do.” The 
plain man needed no editorial prod to re- 
spond in just that manner; he spoke from 
the heart—and with memories of Munich 
—before getting past the front-page head- 
lines. But it is of significance that the edito- 
rial writers and columnists, men who have 
not often agreed with the plain man’s ju 
ment since 1932, virtually all came up wi 
spontaneous variations of the same approv- 
ing comment. From one coast to the oth- 
er the editorial emotion was identical—an 
emotion compounded of release and sober 
resolution. 

Said the Boston Herald: ‘Stand fast.” Said 
the Atlanta Journal: “The next move is up to 
the Politburo.” Said the Kansas City Times: 
“We could not afford to stand by.” Said the 
Cleveland Press: “We have matched a fight 
we do not dare to lose. We must give every- 
thing it takes to win.” Said the Los Angeles 
Times, repeating the words of Captain John 
Parker on the Green at Lexington in 1775: 
“If they mean to have war, let it begin here.” 
Said the Salt Lake Tribune, quoting Patrick 
Henry: “Let it come.” Said the Milwaukee 
Journal; “Let there he no mistake in Moscow 
about it. Americans in full unity with other 
free peoples under the United Nations Char- 
ter will not back down now.” Said the New 
York Times: ‘A momentous and courageous 
act.” Even the Chicago Daily Tribune, which 
began by announcing that the President's 
statement on Korea “is an illegal declaration 
of war,” had to admit later that Truman had 
done the politically popular thing. 

Having done the popular thing, which is 
also the right thing, it is now up to Truman 
to carry it through to the end. In ordering 
the army to make use of its draft powers if 
necessary, the President has made a begin- 
ning. In addition to men there must be an 
increased flow of war materials. This certain- 
ly means a bigger military budget. It means 
at least two or three billion extra dollars add- 
ed to the current budget of $14 billion if the 
limited war in Asia is to be pressed to a vic 
torious conclusion. It may mean even more 
than that to make U.S. and U.N. purposes 
prevail in case Stalin moves aggressively at 
other places on the map. 

The main thing at the moment is to get 
the orders out to U.S. industry. This means 
planning and congressional appropriations 
—quick. The appropriations should be paid 
for a) by taxes and/or b) by cutting down the 
swollen stream of public money that now 
goes for such frivolities as painting potatoes 
blue and supporting peanuts. A pay-as-you- 
go attitude toward the new military budget 
is needed in order to prevent inflation. An 
extra shot of inflationary credit would, at 
this point of high employment, push prices 
up—and make Korea far more costly to us 
in money terms than it need be. 

The U.S. knows how to fight a war at full 


throttle, with total mobilization, price fix- 
ing and allocation of materials. But the Ko- 
rean situation does not call for the 1941-45 
paraphernalia of “directives,” OPA and all 
that. Full mobilization in advance of a “to- 
tal” situation would tie up manpower, pro- 
voke unemployment and deprive the free 
world of the vast benefits of American pro- 
ductivity. The U.S. economy must be kept 
as fluid as possible for as long as possible if 
world rehabilitation is to continue, 

If the war in Korea spreads, other, more 
“total,” approaches to the military situa- 
tion will be required. But there is a good 
chance of keeping the war within bounds 
if Truman acts wisely. The President will 
not be acting wisely if he listens to the com- 
mentators who liken the international situ- 
ation to a chess game in which Stalin has all 
the power of maneuver. It may be true that 
Stalin has tied the U.S. down in Korea by 
the mere commitment of his own North Ko- 
rean pawn. But the popular response to the 
Korean crisis definitely proves that there is 
a will in the U.S. to support any action that 
may be necessary to check the spread of the 
Soviet cancer. Since this will palpably exists, 
U.S. policy is hobbled only by the current de- 
fects of American military’ posture. These 
defects can and will be eradicated. Even in 
advance of their eradication Truman has 
considerable power of initiative and sur- 
prise. He surprised Stalin on June 27, and the 
almost universal spiritual release that came 
in the wake of that surprise has restored the 
U.S. position all over the free world. 

There are two possible outcomes of the 
fight in Korea. One is that the military bets 
will be continually raised by both the U.S. 
and Russia, with world conflagration ensu- 
ing before the snow comes. The other possi- 
bility is that Russia will back down under 
some face-saving scheme, with Korea re- 
stored to the community of free nations. All 
humane men must hope for the latter. But 
while the U.S. is waiting for the big denoue- 
ment of history, it can be doing many things 
to improve its position, to help its friends 
and to keep the Soviets off balance. The U.S. 
can help Europe get on with the Schuman 
Plan for integrating the steel industry of a 
continent. It can put its prestige behind the 
idea of European political unification. It can 
improve its relations with the Philippines, 
with Indo-China, with India. It can help 
strengthen all its potential allies, both eco- 
nomically and militarily. It can initiate the 
move toward making Chiang Kai-shek a full 
partner in the cold war. Finally it can make 
Stalin think twice before he invites counter- 
intervention in Yugoslavia or Iran—which, 
after all, are close to his own borders. 

The truth of the matter is, of course, that 
the U.S. always did have considerable free- 
dom of action in the struggle against Com- 
munism. But it did not know it until the 
popular response to the Korean decision had 
made everything plain, The U.S. owes a vote 
of thanks to both the plain man and the edi- 
torialists for finally revealing the truth,

IN June 1948, Remer Laverne Harding and his fiancée Barbara 

Conkling went to her parents’ home at Hog Creek, Texas after her 
graduation from college and had quite an argument. Harding, tired 
of his job with a packing company in Fort Worth, had gone back into 
the Air Force and was due to go overseas. Because of that Barbara 
was not sure she wanted to marry him. She finally agreed. After their 
honeymoon, Lieutenant Harding went to Okinawa, Barbara joined 
him in Japan a few months later. Harding was not really interested in 
the flying. He had flown 65 missions over Europe in World War II and 
had had enough of that. But he liked the paper work. And he was willing 
to keep up his flying for the extra pay. Next December he would re- 
turn home to finish his college education—his greatest ambition. 

On June 28 at 5:23 p.m. Harding, his B-26 badly shot up, was re- 
turning from a flight over Korea with Sgt. Bill Goodwin (lef?) as his 
only crew member. Weather had closed in on his home field and Hard- 
ing circled twice, looking for an opening through which to land. Finally 
he dropped down on what he thought was the runway but his wing 
touched the ocean and the plane crashed. Barbara, who was used to 
having Verne phone whenever he would be late, waited up for his call. 
Some friends came to her apartment at 8 to tell her Verne was dead.

“Kenny 
has been killed,” he told them. “The 8 o’clock news 
broadcast just said so.” Newspaper reporters came to 
the house later to talk to the Shadricks, for theirson Ken- 
neth, 19, was the U.S.’s first reported ground casualty 
in Korea and suddenly, therefore, a national figure. 
“He never saw a bad day in his life,” Mrs. Shadrick 
told the visitors. “Never bothered nobody anytime.” 
Kenny’s father, a coal miner who has nine other chil- 
dren, agreed. “That boy was in here every night by dark. 
Never caused us a mite of worry.” 

‘As a boy Kenny had been quiet and’serious. His fa- 
vorite possession was his bicycle, which herode through 
the hills to good fishing holes and hunting spots. Most 
of the rest of his time he spent reading adventure stories 
and getting “‘A’s” on his report card. He got interested 
in football, and because the school he went to at nearby

Then he and the boy from next door, Clarence 
Brown, decided they would join the Army and see the 
world. Kenny's mother wrote a letter giving her per- 
mission, for Kenny was only 17 at the time. He was 
sent to Japan, which he liked fine for several months. 
Then he began to get homesick. On June 24 he wrote, 
“Mom, this place is getting me down.” 

Last week he was in Korea with the 24th Division, 
helping to man a bazooka in a graveyard outside 
Sojong. Three seconds after his bazooka fired at a 
North Korean tank he stood up to see if the tank was 
hit. A burst of enemy machine-gun fire cut him down 
with one slug in his chest, another in his right arm. 

Kenneth’s father was sad but resigned. “He was 
fighting against some kind of government,” he said.

crime which began with a murder when he was 
8 years old and reached a terrible climax in 1944 
when he set amatch to the big top of the Ringling 
Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Circus at Hartford, 
Conn, and started the holocaust which in six 
minutes killed 169 spectators. 

ime might never have been solved had 
it not been for a tip given by a friend of Segce’s, 
who himself had been picked up for setting a 
small fire at Circleville, Ohio. Arrested. 
seemed to welcome the attentions of psy 
trists. He told them he had never got beyond 
the second grade, that his father had never held 
a steady job, that he had killed one little girl by 
hitting her with a rock, had strangled three 
other people, had set scores of fires. He also told 
them that as far back as he could remember 
he had been haunted by strange, fiery dreams 
which sometimes drove him to crime and later 
tortured his conscience. After the Hartford cir- 
cus fire it was the glowering face of a woman that 
came up out of the flames to condemn him. Segee 
remembered the dream so vividly he was able to 
draw his impressions of it (abate right) for the 
doctors. Then he made the crude drawings on 
the following pages to explain his other crimes.

U.S. Army reveals existence of poison that paralyzes and kills 


In the final weeks of World War II, U.S. and 
British troops in Germany seized a vast store of 
strange new poison gases that the Nazis, appar- 
ently fearing Allied retaliation, had never got 
around to using. They were nerve gases which, 
according to boastful German chemists, could 
destroy the will of enemy troops to resist by lit- 
erally paralyzing them. Last month the U.S. 
Army Chemical Corps disclosed the nerve ga 
have now been developed to a point where they 
are 10 times as toxic as the best previous chem- 
ical warfare weapon. It is also known that some 
German chemists who worked on the gases are 
in Russia, developing them for the Soviet. 
These gases act on the nervous system of the 


body by destroying the enzyme (cholinester- 
ase) which controls the effect of nerve impulses 
on muscles and organs (right). A tiny amount of 
gas, either inhaled or absorbed through the skin 
or consumed with food, is enough to remove 
this control and cause unbridled spasms of mus- 
cles and vital organs (above) until paralysis oc- 
curs. Larger doses cause immediate death. 
Since the gases are virtually odorless and 
colorless, they are difficult to detect. Conven- 
tional gas masks and heavy clothing give pro- 
tection, but once contaminated by the gases 
they must be discarded. A drug, atropine, and 
artificial respiration may keep a victim alive, 
but even then the crippling effects last for days.

WORDSWORTH AT THE AGE OF 48 


Lake country is still 
unchanged 100 years 
after the poet's death 


PHOTOGRAPHED FOR LIFE BY N. R. FARBMAN 


When William Wordsworth died in 1850, at 
the age of 80, he was poet laureate of Eng- 
land. Though he had not written a really 
good poem for 40 years, he had left behind 
him enough fine poetry to ensure that he 
would rank with England’s greatest poets. 
Almost all of Wordsworth’s best and best- 
known poetry was written between 1798 
and 1808, when he was living in the beauti- 
ful lake country of northern England. Here 
he would take long walks through the hills, 
admiring the misty lakes, listening to the 
tumbling streams, watching the shepherds. 

The heart of Wordsworth’s poetry is his 
profound love of nature, He also had a great 
respect for the farmers—though they con- 
sidered him a bit odd. His descriptions of na- 
ture helped begin the whole romantic move- 
ment in poetry and have become familiar 
to generations of schoolchildren, who have 
memorized his lyrics on daffodils, skylarks 
and violets half-hidden by mossy stones. 

This year, as scholars and lovers of Words- 
worth celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
his death, Lire Photographer N, R. Farbman 
retraced some of the poet’s travels, He found 
the lake country largely unchanged, still 
full of hilly pastures, mist and stone cottages. 
His pictures illustrate some excerpts from 
Wordsworth’s poetry and show scenes which 
evoked from the poet “thoughts that do 
often lie too deep for tears.”

THE WEEK THE WAR ENDED 


A former “Yank” correspondent recalls seven hectic days alone with a top-secret B-29 squadron. 
Not even crewmen knew “The Gimmick” was the A-bomb until they dropped: it to wind up World War Il 
by ROBERT L. SCHWARTZ 


N the day, five years ago, when President Truman announced 
the bombing of Hiroshie(l was onthe jaland of Saipan, making 
a windmill washing machine. These homemade contraptions, 
which used the wind to turn a plunger up and down in a drum full of 
soapy water and clothes, were very popular among the troops in the 
Pacific. I was sitting on the grass outside the Saipan bureau of Yank, 
the Army weekly, putting the finishing touches on my machine, when 
Sgt. Jim Goble came out of his quonset hut office and sat down beside 
me. Goble was the editor of the Saipan edition of Yank, and I was 
attached to his staff as a Navy enlisted man correspondent. 

“President Truman just announced that we dropped an atomic 
bomb on Japan,” Goble said. ‘He said it has more power than 20,000 
tons of TNT. It must have been flown from one of the islands in the 
Marianas. Either here on Saipan or Guam or Tinian. 

I stopped working on the washing machin 

“I don’t suppose we'll be able to find out which island it came from,” 
Goble said, ‘Even if we did find out, I don’t suppose they'd let us go 
there and talk to the people. But, just for the 
hell of it, why don’t you try?” 

I didn’t know how to start. I took our jeep 
and drove to the B-29 base at Saipan. I was 
sure that nobody on Saipan knew who had 
flown the atomic bomb, and I was also sure 
that if somebody did know he would not tell 
me about it. I walked into one of the head- 
quarters buildings at the B-29 base. At a desk 
in one corner was a colonel who looked at the 
Yank correspondent’s patch on the sleeve of 
my shirt and nodded to me. I said to him, 
“Colonel, what outfit flew the atom bomb 
to Hiroshima?”’ 

The colonel looked at me silently for a mo- 
ment and then said, “The 509th on Tinian.” 
Two things about this incident still surprise 
me: 1) the first man I asked knew the correct 
answer and 2) he told it to me. 

I thanked the colonel and ran outside and

jumped into the jeep and drove like mad for Kobler Field, the trans- 
port base at Saipan, in an attempt to catch the last plane of the after- 
noon to Tinian. My chances were slim. The plane left at 3:30, and it 
was a 10-minute drive to Kobler Field and the time was then 3:2! 
had no travel orders and no priority to board the plane. That flight 
always required a priority. 

As I skidded around the corner of the administration building at 
Kobler Field, I saw that the plane for Tinian was already movin, 
across the field to the runway. Trushed into the dispatching office an 
yelled at the astonished marine who was on duty there, “I have to 
get on that flight to Tinian!’ 

“It’s gone,” the marine said. 

“Call the control tower,” I told him. “Tell them to hold the flight 
out there on the taxiway while I go to the plane in a flight-line jeep.” 

‘Are you crazy?” the marine said. “What priority have you got?” 

I told him I had no priority, but he knew me and he knew that I 
flew to Guam and Tinian regularly on Yank business with a good pri- 
ority. I told him it was a matter of extreme 
importance, and I would explain it all later. 
“Call the tower,” I said. “Call the tower, for 
God’s sake! He’s pulling into the runway!” 

“One of us,” the marine said, “is going to 
get court-martialed for this.” He called the 
tower and stopped the plane. 

When I landed at Tinian a driver from the 
motor pool took me to the 509th Bomb Squad- 
ron headquarters. On the seat of the jzep there 
was a mimeographed news bulletin with a 
headline about the atomic bomb. The driver 
looked at the correspondent’s patch on my 
sleeve and said, “If you were a good corre- 
spondent, you wouldn’t be piddling around 
here. You'd be up at Iwo Jima. I got the in- 
side story on that atomic bomb. It was flown 
from Iwo in a fighter plane.” We pulled up 
outside the 509th, and I saw that it was heavily 
guarded by special MPs and armed sentries, 
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.asCollars

something you never see at an ordinary bomber squadron head- 
quarters. But the jeep driver shook his head and said to me, “Boy, 
you're wasting your time here. Why don’t you get on up there to 
Iwo and get a real story?” 

The 509th lived in an area that used to be a Seabee base, a clus- 
ter of small buildings and quonsets around a circular gravel drive- 
fray, When L walked iktolibe driveway. the WIP gdacts lonked tie 
over carefully but did not question me. I went into the Intelligence 
office, a quonset screened on both open ends, with several enlisted 
men working inside and one officer, a colonel, sitting at a desk near 
the back of the hut. He was the most gentle colonel I had ever seen. 
He seemed as benign as a favorite uncle. He looked at me and at the 
patch on my sleeve and smiled, as though he was waiting for me to 
say something. I didn’t know what to say. I hardly dared to say 
“atomic bomb” out loud. Finally, a little weakly, I said, “I guess 
you know why I'm here.” 

"Yes, I guess I do,” the colonel said, smiling. Then, trying to put 
ona show of stern formality, he said, “Do you know this whole area 
is off limits for correspondents? In fact, the whole island is off 
limits. More than a hundred correspondents at Guam are trying to 
pull strings to get up here and none of them are succeeding, What 
do you think of that?” 

“That's fine,” I said. “It gives me an exclusive story.” 

The colonel leaned back in his chair and laughed out loud. 

“You came here to get a story,” he said. “Okay. I’ll see that you 

et one. I'll tell you everything I can think of that you may use and 
Fl lee you pa elLdaver: the’ beses iuty'the’ workshopa, ba the hati 
into the barracks.

most widely despised squadron on Tinian. For security reasons the 
509th was listed as a unit in a Tinian bomb wing. But most of its 
so-called missions were experimental flights over the sea. The squad- 
ron dropped very few bombs on Japan. Consequently the total 
bomb tonnage of the wing was low, and the wing made a poor show- 
ing in competition with other B-29 wings. The men in the other 
squadrons of the wing resented this. One day, when some men from 
the 509th were on a runway repairing one of their planes, a few 
flyers from another squadron walked over to them and said, “When 
are you going to put a hook on that ship?” “What kind of a hook?” 
a 509th man asked. "A hook so we can tow you guys into combat 2 
with us,” was the reply. 

“Some of our men were so mad, helplessly mad, that they cried 
about it,” the colonel told me. “What could they tell those men in 
the other squadrons? Nothing. They didn’t know then the reason 
for all the secrecy. They didn't know exactly what they were work- 
ing on. They dreaded that the whole project, whatever it was, might 
be called off in a typical Army foul-up after all the work and hard- 
ship. Some of these men would work 48 hours straight on some- 
thing just because they were told it was important. Then, after 
they had some sleep, they'd tear the whole thing apart and do it 
over again another way. While they were sleeping, somebody would 
figure a new way of building it. Everything we did was experimental. 
It rarely turned out right the first time. Can you imagine working 
for two years like that? And not having an opportunity to bitch 
and complain? And with all the other squadrons hating you and 
making fun of you?”

SECURITY shrouded 509th’s every move, start- 
ing with this warning sign at their first base in Utah. 
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the squadron personnel was assembled at an air base in Utah. They 
said only three out of every 100 eligible technicians were assigned 
to the 509th. They were told to write home nothing about their 
work and to cover up the secrecy by telling their families that they 
were in a B-29 outfit and that all B-29 outfits were top secret. Even 
letters that they mailed in letter boxes in other towns were inter- 
cepted for censorship. They could approach no outsider for any- 
thing in connection with their work. One day an ordnance man 
needed a sheet of fine sandpaper. There was none on the base. He 
suggested going into a nearby town and buying some in a hard- 
ware store. His officers were horrified by the suggestion. They gave 
him a C-54 transport plane, piloted by a captain, and flew him 600 
miles to an Army base which happened to have that partic 
grade of sandpaper in stock. 


“Keep your mouth shut!” 


TREQUENTLY an officer would walk into their barracks in 

Utah and give them a lecture on security. Then he would leave 
them and return in a few minutes, looking at his records as though 
he were checking to see what unit he had been talking to. “What 
section is this?” he would ask. One of the men in the barracks would 
say, “Armament” or “Fabrication” or whatever section it hap- 
pened to be. The officer would fly into a rage. "Keep your mouth 
shut!” he would roar. “How do you know who I am? Just because 
I was in here a while ago lecturing on security—that means noth- 
ing. Don’t trust me! Don’t trust anybody!” 

"There was a sergeant named Joseph Iorio in the ordnance unit, a 
typically talkative and easygoing American who had been a sales- 
man in civilian life. I was curious to find out how somebody like 
Torio had reacted to this rigidly enforced security. “I was a moun- 
tain when I came into this outfit,” Iorio told me, “but they made 
me into a molehill.” I asked him if it didn’t frighten him—the fact 
that a big, talkative American could be made, even temporarily, 
into a silent cog in a large machine that he did not understand. 

“Before I came here, I’d been in Ordnance for three years,” Iorio 
said. “Nobody bothered me there. When I was transferred into this 
outfit [ could tell that something very big was going on. It seemed 
important to shut up and work. They didn’t scare me into keep- 
ing quiet.” 

But the time and money spent by the government in guarding 
the 509th’s security amazed everybody. The squadron even went 
to the Seattle Port of Embarkation on a private train and then 
across the Pacific on a ship with no other passengers aboard. 

Isaw something of the 509th’s security inaction myself on Tinian. 
Colonel Paul W. Tibbets Jr., commanding officer of the squadron 
and pilot of the Hiroshima plane, called me to his office and told 
me he had received a wire from Strategic Air Force headquarters 
on Guam, ordering him to send me back to Saipan at once. The 
wire mentioned my name, rank, serial number and organization. 

“How did anybody on Guam know I was here?” I asked. 

Colonel Tibbets was surprised by my question. “Maybe that 
private over there, the one sweeping the office, maybe he’s an FBI 
agent,” the colonel said. “We don’t know how many of our mechan- 
ies or gunners could have told Guam about you.” 

“Well,” I said. ‘I suppose I better be getting along.” 

Colonel Tibbets looked thoughtful. “No, I don’t think so,” he 
said. “You're good for morale. The men like to have an outsider to 
talk to. Take off that correspondent’s patch and find yourself a 
bunk in an enlisted men’s barracks. But this wire sort of changes 
things. If you want to stay, you won’t be able to leave until after 
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the rest of the correspondents come here. And you won't be able 
to file anything until they do. We were going to let you into the 
shops to see the men at work. I guess that seems risky now. But you 
can interview the men outside the shops. Okay?” 

I said it was okay and made arrangements with Colonel Tibbets 
to spend an afternoon with him and the crew of the Enola Gay, 
the plane that had dropped the atomic bomb on Hiroshima. He 
promised to get themen to reconstruct forme the story of the flight. 
Why Colonel Tibbets was concerned about the morale of the 
509th was beyond me. During that week, after the bombing of Hiro- 
shima, the men acted like the soldiers in that Air Force play and

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met us at the door, a big smile on his face. “The strike report is in,” 
he said. “They dropped it on Nagasaki.”” 

The colonel was surprised. ‘That was the third target,” he said. 
Inside the hut everybody was cheerful. The men felt Sweeney would 
reach Okinawa from Nagasaki or at least ditch in the sea near there 
and get picked up by a Navy rescue plane. We heard later that 
Sweeney reached Okinawa with Menotgh gaa to lla oigaret lighter.” 

The interview with the men of the Enola Gay then continued. 
The story they told me was unspectacular—a report on a routine 
flight. The men did not know that they were carrying an atomic 
bomb to Hiroshima; they merely knew it was “something special.” 
They had been told what to look for—a blinding flash, a wave of 
concentric heat rings, a rising, mushroom cloud—and through their 
dark glasses they saw it. One man in the plane, S/Sgt. Wyatt E. 
Duzenbury of Lansing, Mich., the flight engineer, did not even look 
at the eayloeiin: He fa been told that his instruments might re- 
act strangely and he watched the indicator dials during the whole 
thing. The instruments showed no reaction at all. 

The navigator of the Enola Gay was Captain “Red” Van Kirk, a 
Pennsylvanian with a collegiate crew haircut. Newspaper reports of 
the Hiroshima mission referred to Van Kirk as “‘a battle-hardened 
veteran” who at the time of the explosion exclaimed, “My God!” 
Actually Van Kirk watched the blast without saying a word, Later 
the other men kidded him mercilessly about the newspaper stories. 

Ferebee said he felt only one reaction after releasing the bomb: 
he was glad to be rid of it. He set to work immediately, filling out 
the strike report, and handed it to Captain William S. Parsons. 
Parsons was a Navy officer, one of the designers of the bomb and 
probably the only man aboard the Enola Gay who understood the 
full significance of the explosion at Hiroshima, He gave the strike 
report in turn to Colonel Tibbets and said, “This report goes di- 
rectly to the President.” Then Captain Parsons wondered aloud, 
“How can we destroy so much at such a little sacrifice? Our plane 
isn’t even damaged.” 

On the return flight to Tinian most of the men slept. “Deuce” 
Duzenbury, the engineer, worried a little about the fuel. Captain 
Robert A. Lewis, the copilot (and on ordinary missions the pilot) 
of the Enola Gay, kidded him out of his concern. 

“T looked at the Old Bull,” Captain Lewis told me, using the 
equadron’s nickname for Colonel Tibbets, ‘‘His eyes were blood 
shot and he looked awful tired. He looked like the last 10 months 
in Utah and Washington and New Mexico and overseas had all 
come up and hit him in the face. I says to him, ‘Bull, after such a 
beautiful job, you better make a beautiful landing.’ And he did.” 

I never heard an enlisted man in the 509th use the words “atom 
bomb” or “atomic bomb” or “A-bomb.” Everybody in the squad- 
ron called it “The Gimmick.” During the months of their secret 
work they had to have a name for the vague something that they 
were supposed to be working on, and when somebody referred to 
it as “The Gimmick” that name stuck. 

Just before the Nagasaki raid I was talking with a group of 509th 
men whom I had gotten to know well and one of them said, “We 
understand you're not supposed to go into the shops. So that means 
you've never seen The Gimmick. Would you like to see it?” 

I said I would. 

“Come with us,” another one said. We walked to a certain place, 
and then we stopped and one of them said, “This is it.” 

I looked it over cautiously. “How do I know it won’t go off?”

IE went over all three targets and all three of them were 

socked in,” he told me, “We kept flying back and forth between 
them, and then we went to Nagasaki because it was closest to home 
and we were short on gas. Finally the gas got so low we just had to 
leave Japan, and we couldn't yet see the target. The major says 
to me, "You're going to have to drop the damn thing with your 
mickey.’ Mickey is what we called the radar,” 

‘The sergeant was frightened. He had had very little briefing on 
any of the three targets because the possibility of aiming the atomic 
bomb solely by radar had not been considered serious! nd he 
had had Jess briefing on Nagasaki than on the other two targets 
because Nagasahi was the third choice. But there he was, suddenly 
in charge of the whole operation, He had to find the target, line 
up the plane on it and give the command to drop the bomb—a 
sergeant from Lisbon, Ohio. 

"Well, I took the plane over a bend in that river at Nag 
he said. “I could see the bend clearly through the mickey. I knew 
Twas to take a certain compass heading from that bend for 10 sec- 
onds and then drop the bomb. So I took the heading from the bend 
and I yelled, ‘I'll call out the seconds up to 10, and when I get 
to 10 drop it!” 

Then he began to count the seconds aloud. 

“'T called out, ‘One, two, three, four, five, six,” he said. “Just 
when I said, ‘seven,’ somebody yelled, “There’s a hole! There's 
the target!’ They headed the ane right for that hole in the clouds 
and dropped the bomb down through it. 

I aka the sergeant from Lisbowr if he had felt cheated. 

“Hell, no.” he said. 

There was an officer in the 509th whom I shall call Lieutenant 
Smith because I forget his real name. He was not a flying officer. 
He was an administrative officer with a desk job and he had served 
under Colonel Tibbets in his old squadron in North Africa. In those 
days he had gotten into the habit of standing out on the field when 
a flight was taking off on a bombing mission and waving good luck 
to the men. 

Before one mission in North Africa, which called for especially 
difficult pin-point bombing, one of the pilots said to Lieutenant 
Smith, “Why don’t you write on the bomb? Tell it where we want 
it to go.” So Lieutenant Smith crawled under the plane and wrote 
a message on the bomb. 

When the pilot returned from the mission he was in ecstasy. He 
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said that he couldn’t have dropped the bomb closer to the target 
if he had trundled it there in a wheelbarrow. Thereupon it became 
a tradition in the outfit that no one would go on a difficult mission 
unless Lieutenant Smith autographed the bomb first. 

The night that Major Sweeney climbed into the B-29 that car- 
ried the atomic bomb to Nagasaki, Lieutenant Smith realized that 
he had not written on the bomb. He ran out to the plane, but he 
was stopped by the ring of MPs who circled it. They had been in- 
structed to let no one except the crew near the Superfortress. 

From the plane one of the crew called to the guards. 

“Listen, you guys,” he shouted. “If you want to get some sleep 
tonight, you better let him through. Because we're not taking off 
until you do.” 

So Lieutenant Smith was allowed to pass on to the plane. He 
crawled into the bomb bay and found that he only had a fountain 
pen with him and that would not write well on the bomb. He left 
the plane and hurried away and came back with a crayon. Then 
could not think of an appropriate message to write. 

“What'll I write?” he called to Sweeney. 
"Don’t ask me,” Sweeney said. “Whatever you want.” 

Lieutenant Smith thought for a moment and then wrote on 
the bomb: “Let's hope this is the last one.”

After I had spent a week with the 509th, the war ended and the 
other correspondents came to Tinian for a mass interview in the 
briefing hall. I listened to them asking the questions I had already 

sked during the week, and I felt pretty good knowing that my 
story about the 509th was already typed and in my pocket. 

When the interview was over I caught a plane for Guam, where 
the Strategic Air Force headquarters and the censors and the wire- 
less transmitting facilities were located. I submitted 40 pages of 
copy to the censors and they killed 35 pages. The only thing they 
cleared was my interview with Colonel Tibbets and the men who 
had flown with him in the Enola Gay. 

During my last two days at Tinian I had been working on a long 
article about Sgt. Iorio of the 509th’s ordnance unit. I wanted to 
go back there and finish it but, with the suddenly ended and 
the occupation of Japan coming up, that was now impossible. I 
had to get to Japan as soon as I could arrang 

So I went back to Tinian to explain to Sgt. Iorio why I would 
not be able to finish the story I had planned about him, The 509th 
area seemed deserted when I reached it. I finally found Iorio with 
some of the ordnance men at a dock, loading a landing barge with 
crates and odd-sized pieces of metal. I asked him what he was doing. 

“Well, the war’s over,” Iorio said, ‘so we won't be needing this 
stuff, We're going to take it out to sea and dump it. Come on along.”

A TEXAN KEEPS THE PEACE --AND WRITES ABOUT IT

This entire week just past has been what you would class as a Booger Wooger, and I

1 ored * Each Monday morning the local papers in and 
around the city of Wharton in southeast Texas 
receive a mimeographed letter that begins like 
the one above and goes on to describe in en- 
gogingly frank terms all the shootings, skull- 
crackings and other felonies, misdemeanors and 
mishaps that have befallen Wharton County in 
the past week. Five Wharton County papers 
print it, misspellings and grammatical errors 
largely unchanged. So do a local Czech language 
paper, which faithfully translates every word; 
two out-of-county papers, occasionally a Hous- 
ton paper and even a paper way off in Colum- 
bus, Ohio. All this greatly pleases the column's 
author, 47-year-old Tom Will ("Buckshot") Lane, 
Whorton County's sheriff and one of the best 
and most efficient sheriffs in the U.S. 

For all his easygoing style, Buckshot Lane 
(he got his nickname because of his small, beady 
eyes) drives himself from 6 a.m. to midnight 
every day at a furious pace. One moment he'll 
be browbeating a robbery suspect in his souve- 
nir-laden office. Ten minutes later he'll strap on 
his chrome-handled .45, dart nervously out of 
the jail ond drive almost recklessly to the scene 
of a bad wreck. An hour later he'll be back at his 
desk, calling the sheriff of a nearby county in 
search of an eloped couple or perhaps chatting 
with some of the huge number of ordinary citi« 
zens who come to him constantly for help and 
advice. Says Lane, “These judges, attorneys and 
the rest are too busy to talk to these people, so 
they come to me." All day long he gulps alarm- 
ing amounts of coffee, chain-smokes. Just when 
he gets time to write his weekly column or see 
his wife and three young sons who live with him 
in a two-room apartment in the county jail it 
self, is something of a mystery. 

For a whole week LIFE accompanied Lane and 
here shows some of the things he did, along with 
what he wrote about them. At the end of his col- 
umn Lane gave his customary jail report: “5 
Fighters, 3 Drunks, 5 Drunk Drivers, 4 Peace 
Disturbers, 2 Insane, 1 Misd. Theft, 1 Wife and 
Child deserter, 2 Traffic violators, 1 Fail to dim 
lights, 1 Investigation general and 1 Forger 
and one Federal Prisoners, we have in jail at 
this time 28 County and 23 Federal Prisoners.”
